A writer says the 


period from IS40 to 1849 may be 
called the Arcadian days of Minne- 
sota 
The primitive, easy-going sim- 


plicity of the people, their changing 
their steady-going habits and plain 
manners into a maddening avaricious 
race for gold 
In 1S49 St Paul began 


to emerge from a collection of whis- 
key shops, brick roofed cabins of 
half-breed voyageus, with here and 
there a frame house, and a mixed 
population of 250.

On March 3, 1S49, Congress erect- 


ed the torritoiy of Minnesota and 
dobi^nated St. Paul as the temporary 
capital. Alexander Ramsey of Penn- 
hjHania was appointed goveinor and 
no arrived at St Paul May 21, 1849.

tween 1844 and 1849 mission ser- 
vices were held at intervals by tke'

butterfly, so the City of St. Paul, af- 
ter passing through a birth of shame 
and humiliation, has emerges as a 
reputable, glorious and magnificent 
city. 
As the news spread far and 


wide the influx of immigrants was 
marvelous. 
Every steamboat land- 


ing at the wharf was fully laden 
with newcomers and freight. 
Then 


the territory was little more than a 
wilderness; its entire population was 
not more than 1,000. The portion of 
territory west of the Mississippi was 
still unceded by the Indians.

notwithstanding 
these 
unfavorable 


circumstances the people were big 
with expectation and they proved 
equal to the building up of a great 
state. 


Nine days after the news of the 


erection of the territory of Minnesota 
had been received at St. Paul, James 
M. Goodhue, a graduate of Amherst 
College and a lawyer, arrived at the 
to%n with a press, tjpe and all the 
fixtures for a newspaper and on April 
28, 1849, he issued "The Minnesota 
Pioneer," the first newspaper in the 
territory 
This paper says, "This 


town, which was but yesterday un- 
known for the reason that it had no 
existence, is at the head of naviga- 
tion and will supply the trade of the 
north and northwest." 
The first is- 


sue also says, "The Pioneer is printed 
in a building through which out-of- 
doors is visible by more than 500 
apertures and the edition is annoyed 
by the hogs rooting under the office 
floor." 
Gen. 
Richard W. Johnson, in 


visiting Fort Snelling m 1849, called 
to see Editor Goodhue and while 
conversing with him he observed a 
hen on her nest under the table and 
he sajs he ventured to ask him it he 
designed raising his own poultry. The 
editor replied that he "had taken all 
her eggs and the old fool is setting 
on a couple of brick bats and if she 
hatches out a brick-jard, you may 
bet your last dollar that she is not 
foi sJle "

On September 3, 1S49, when the Leg- 
islature was in session, an unsuccess- 
ful effort was made to remove the 
capital. 
(This effort was renewed in 


1851, '57, '69 and '72 but without 
success.) 


On November 1, 1849, an act was 


passed incorporating St. Paul as a 
town, including several separate sec- 
tions. 
On March 4, 1854, the town 


was incorporated as "The City of St. 
Paul" and some time afterwards 
West St. Paul, on the west side of the 
river, was annexed. 
Thus were the 


prophecy and wish of Father Galtier 
fulfilled. 
In 1851 Forbes and Kitt- 


son established a Cart Line between 
St. Paul and Pembina for carrying 
goods and furs; the first Concord 
Coach Line was established by Wil- 
loughby and Powers 
between St. 


Paul and St. Anthony; a treaty was 
made with the Sioux, by which they 
ceded to the United States all their 
land on the west side of the Missis- 
sippi, 21,000,000 acres. Signed July 
23 and rectified June 26, 1852, by 
the Senate. 


In 1853 there was a skirmish be- 


tween squads of Sioux and Chippe- 
was in the streets of St. Paul which 
resulted in Ihe murder of a Sioux 
squaw 
Upwards of 30,000 immi- 


grants came into Minnesota during 
1855. 
In 1856 the rush of immigra- 


tion and the fast habits induced by 
speculation created, for a time, a 
reign of crime and disorder, but this 
is an ordeal through which every 
new state must pass. 
During the 


summer of 1857 the immigation was 
immense and speculation in real es- 
tate was rampant but in August the 
principal bubble burst and in conse- 
quence thereof business was para- 
lysed and ruin stared all classed in 


the face. 
The territory was admit- 


ted as a sovereign state, May 11, 
1858. 


St Paul Under State Government 
This magnificent and opulent city 


crowns seven hills ar>d a wide undu- 
lating plain. 
The Mississippi river, 


with serpentine but graceful curves, 
flows thiough the city for a distance 
of sixteen miles. The river is arched 
by one railroad bridge and three 
high, airy, steel wagon structures. 
The area of the city, including both 
sides of the river, covers 55 square 
miles. 
The steamboat landing is 


695 feet above the sea level. 
The 


land rises from the river in a series 
of terraces; the first terrace is more 
than a mile in width, is entirely cov- 
ered with buildings and is somewhat 
higher than the landing. The second 
terraces, on both sides of the river, 
are 1010 feet above the sea level 
(which is about 100 feet lower than 
Bedford) 
and the plains average 


about 800 feet above. 
The summit 


of these second terraces are called 
bluffs (I call them palisades); they 
rise in perpendicular, white, rock- 
ribbed walls, which can be seen at a 
great distance. 
They were called by 


the Dacotahs "Imnijaska" (the place 
where the white rocks show). 
These 


terraces and the little valley through 
which the railroads have access into 
the centre of the- city, were made by 
enoimous icebergs which, in 
the 


Glacial Age, floated over the entire 
region and by attrition ploughed the 
entire valley, made smooth the white 
locks and piled up the sand dunes. 
The famous Indian mounds in which 
the Sioux buried their dead, stand on 
Dayton's bluff 
and undeineath is 


Cai ver's Cave, which they believed 1 
was the dwelling place of the Great j 
Spirit. 
I 


St. Paul is the seat of Justice of 


Ramsey county and the capital of 
Minnesota The city and county have 
erected a superb City Hall and Court 
House and the state has built a mag- 
nificent Capitol, without any graft, 
for $4,500,000; the United States has 
consti noted three Federal Buildings

of Dakota, a new Post Office and have 
remodelled the old Post Office. 
All 


these public buildings are large, ele- 
gant and artistic and the same may 
be said of all the public, mercantile, 
financial and manufacturing build- 
ings, church edifices and hospitals. 
The city comprises many separate ad- 
ditions, made at different times and 
by different persons (fifteen in 1851) 
and therefore the streets and avenues 
have little uniformity in width and 
direction. 


E. S. Seymour, in his account of 


the city in 1849, says, "It is a regret 
that the edge of the bluff in the cen- 
tre of tfie town was not left open to 
the public. 
The people seem to ex- 


press a general wish that no build- 
ings be erected on the margin of the 
bluff." 
In 1851 The Pioneer says, 


"The 
city map shows a confused 


maze of angles and crooks. 
Never 


was a city so badly laid out as St. 
Paul—the plot looks as if some acci- 
dent had knocked all the streets into 
pi." 
It is very certain that the erec- 


tion of the buildings on the river 
side of Summit Avenue esplanade has 
greatly marred the scenic outlook. 
It was a great mistake to close this 
most lovely and beautiful river pano- 
rama with palatial residences. 


The railroads enter the city along 


the bluffs or through a narrow val- 
ley, 
which -gives access to the high- 


lands hack'of the city and forms the 
only break m the bluff on the north 
shoie of the river. 


The piincipal resident parts of the 


city occupy the palisades and the hill 
slopes on both sides of the river. 
Summit avenue is the most noted 
thoroughfare in the city; it extends 
for three miles along the esplanade 
and circles around St. Anthony Hill 
to the liver front, at whose base lies 
Pleasant 
avenue. 
This avenue is 


lined 011 both sides with elegant, 
artistic and palatial mansions, with 
extensive yards, graced with choice 
flowcis, blnubbeii and. stately trees, 
and ib connected with beautiful parks 
and boulevards 
It is wide and well 


paved 
-Many other stieets and ave- 


nues ai e also covered -\\ ith similar 
lovely and tasteful homes, surround- 
ed with pretty yards

the numerou^ elevations, the high 
river bridges and especially from the 
Indian mounds, the lover of the beau- 
tiiul and grand in nature may gaze 
with rant admiration upon a wide 
and distant panorama of city, coun- 
try, hills, valleys and forest, especial- 
ly down and up the Father of Waters 
and through the Minnesota valley 
and river.

BEDFORD INJfEJ)LDEN TIME 


Complete Text of Two Lectures 
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DR. CHARLES N. HICKOK 
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March 19, 1886, and Printed in Full

(Continued from last week.) 


In these old grave yards—"the church burial place," as 


the Penn grant terms it, on Penn street, and that designated 
by the same grant as "a burial ground for the Calvinists 
and Lutherans of the town," lay many of the pioneers of 
Bedford. 
In the old "Church" yard, from which the re- 


mains of the dead were removed, in 1863, to the cemetery, 
lay for many years the remains of Judges Dougherty and 
Scott with their families, Col. Terrence Campbell—brother 
of.Martha I think—Mr. Heyden and many others. In re- 
moving the dead, a number of remains were found with 
bullet holes in the skulls, one with the bullet inside, and 
some with tomahawk cuts showing how they died; also 
.some valuable antique jewelry. In the, Presbyterian grave 
yard, as it is now known, lie the Woodses, the Espys, the 
Davidsons, the Moores, the Campbells, the Andersons, 
Thomas McGaughey, one of the first sheriffs; the Reynolds, 
the Funks, Judge Tod and wife and a host of other early 
names of the locality, and near by is the private burial place 
of Capt. Hugh Barclay and his descendants. 


Another grave in the old yard has interesting associa- 


tions. It is that, as the epitaph reads, of "Col. Levin Powell 
of Virginia," who died in the Reynolds hotel, now Col. 
Hafer's, in 1810, Avhile here for his health. The late Hon. 
James Russell was with him the night he died and acted as 
a friends to see to" his burial. 


Unpremeditated sayings of great men sometimes strike 


the popular ear and become a heritage to the world forever, 
such as" Washington Irving's "almighty dollar;" General 
Grant's "let us have peace;" Judge Black's "justice travels 
with 
a leaden heel but she strikes with an 
iron 


' hand." 
Washington 
was the author of the 
phrase 


"principles, not men," and this is how it happened. 
Colonel Powell and Washington were in the same Congres- 
sional district and of the same political party, but they were 
not on amicable terms. 
This was after Washington left 


the presidential chair. 
Powell was running for Congress. 


As General Washington alighted from his horse, handed his 
bridle to his groom, and walked up to the polls to announce 
his vote and have it recorded as was the then custom in 
Virginia, the crowd, curious to know how he would vote 
under the circumstances, followed him. 
Washington ob- 


serving this and divining the reason exclaimed, in words 
that have passed into a proverb, "Gentlemen I vote for prin- 
ciples, not men," and then directed the clerk to record his 
vote for CoL Levin Powell. Colonel Powell was the father 
of -Commodore Powell, who has often visited the Springs. 


The old stone reservoir on Gravel Hill w as built about 


1820-22 and the wooden pipes therefrom supplied two 
hydrants, also a running pump between the Washington and 
the Riley house. Gov. John Penn gave the springs to the 
town, as also the limestone spring- and school grounds at 
the foot of -^Thomas street. 
Wonder has often been ex- 


pressed why John Penn, as a Quaker, left no ground for 
that sect in the town when it was laid otit. I know not why, 
but this I knoAV. William Penn Avas a Quaker. His grand- 
son, Gov. John Penn, was an Episcopalian and a member 
of the old Christ church, Philadelphia. His tomb is in front 
of the chancel in that church, to the left of the centre aisle, 
and not ten feet from the pews of President Washington 
and Dr. Franklin. 


The question has often been asked v\hy is the east end 


of the to\vn called "Mud TOAVII," and the west end called 
"Texas" ? I'll tell you. Before the turnpike was made in 
I Si 6, the old provincial road from the east crossed Dun- 
ning's creek just where is does HOAV and came up through 
Funk's farm, late Chenoweth's (it is the same old road) 
and entered town over a bridge \vhere is now the fording 
\vest of G. M. Anderson's. 
When the frosts came out of 


the ground in the spring the spouty surface between the 
bridge and Rush's alley was almost impassable and is Avas 
the custom of wagoners to "double-team," as it was termed; 
that is take the teams from tAvo or three Avagons and attach 
them to one and drag is over the deep mire, then return to 
bring another up, and so on, until they had mutually helped 
all beyond the slough. This is the origin of the name. 


Now as to Texas. During the years in which the vari- 


ous tragic events were transpiring in Texas, which culmi- 
nated in its admission into the union in 1845, there lived 
two daughters of Eve, in West Pitt street, not over saintly 
in disposition, and decidedly Amazon-like in their "git up," 
who for unexplained reasons Avcre in constant antagonism. 
It is Washington Irving who remarks, in speaking of the 
conversational accomplishments of Mistress Van Winkle, 
that "a tart temper rarely mellows with age, and a sharp 
tongue is the only edged-tool that gTOAA'S keener by constant 
use." 
The unruly members of the daughters aforesaid 


proved the truth of Diedrich Knickerbocker's axiom, and 
hence they kept the neighborhood in such perpetual turmoil 
that it became a customary diversion of the boys to ren- 
dezvous in West Pitt street to witness the forensic skill of 
these heroines, or, as the boys expressed it, "to hear them 
cussing at mark." On some occasions they came to blows; 
or rather scratchings and hair pullings. Finally as neAvs 
came, from time to time, from the Mexican frontier, of 
tragic scenes !ike that of the Alamo and others, the young- 
sters, reasoning from analogy, as boys will, associated the 
then familiar term "Texan Rangers," with the dove eyed 
belligerents of the west end, and, finally, the locality became 
"Texas," and "remaineth so to this day," not one in a 
hundred of our present population dreaming of the "cause 
why." 


Ladies and Gentlemen:—I have exhausted the evening

informed is the case, I shall be most happy to gratify your 
kind wishes, and further serve the interests of the excellent 
and important enterprise in whose behalf I have appeared 
before you this evening. 


SECOND LECTURE 


Ladies and Gentlemen :—At our former reading, for 


reasons then explained, we found it impracticable to adhere 
to a strict chronological arrangement of our subject; that is, 
it was convenient to anticipate some incidents and to nar- 
rate them in connection with others not concurrent with 
them in point of time, because of the association of indi- 
vidual actors with both. For instance, it was necessary to 
give a synop'sis of the history of the county of Bedford, its 
age being but one hundred and fifteen years, in order the 
more intelligibly to refer to that of the town of Bedford, or 
Raystown, though having a seniority of twenty years. So, 
this evening, we will be finding ourselves crossing and re- 
crossing lines of date and occurrence possibly more fre- 
quently than on the last, and from a like necessity. 


The first event we shall refer to tonight will be what 


has always been known as the massacre at Bloody Run, in 
1765, though how that could be called a massacre, in which 
no person was killed, Webster does not seem to understand, 
and I am sure I don't. It is a little like our friend Denni- 
son's—who lived here many years ago—conception of the 
word assassinate. It was during the "Kansas-Nebraska" 
imbroglio, and party feeling ran very high here as else- 
where, in those days. 
Our friend was a warm partisan 


much given to discussion, "and though vanquished oft could 
argue still." A favorite phrase, of last resort, of his was— 
"And didn't the rascals 'sassinate Governor Geary and run 
him clean out of the territory, I'd like to know?" 


The following, published at the time in a London, Eng- 


land, paper is perhaps as authentic an account as any of the 
"massacre" in question. 
It says: 
"The convoy of eighty 


horses, loaded with goods, chiefly on his majesty's account 
as presents to the Indians, and part on account of Indian 
traders, were surprised in a narrow and dangerous defile 
by a body of armed men. A number of the horses were 
killed and the whole of the goods carried away by the 
plunderers. The rivulet was dyed with blood, and ran into 


the settlement below, carrying with it the stain ef crime 
• 


upon its surface." The foregoing is as explicit, probably, as 
a report borne across the Atlantic, from the wilds of the 
west, at that day, could well be. The best authorities, and 
I think with show of reason, think this was a palpable case 
of highway robbery, purely for plunder. I formerly held a 
different opinion, and felt justified in classing it with an oc- 
currence of four years later, that I will, in a few mo- 
ments, narrate, but reasons suggested to me by the historian 
of Lancaster county, Samuel Evans, Esq.. of Columbia, and 
different circumstances existing at the different dates—1765 
and 1769, have changed my views in regard to it. The re- 
port in the English papers was incorrect in one essential 
detail. The melee was not "in a narrow and dangerous de- 
file," but just a few yards from the spring, the stained out- 
let of which received from the occurrence, the name "Blood 
Run," not "Bloody Run," as is now commonly believed. 
The fact that blood ran from the slaughtered cattle that- 
were killed, while the convoy stopped at the spring to feed 
their stock and eat their dinners, and that this blood stained 
the Raystown branch some four hundred yards distant and 
possibly twenty-five or thirty feet lower in grade, gave the 
popular version of the occurrence, and from one telling an- 
other that "blood run into the river" and the narrative being; 
repeated ad infinitmn, the name was fixed to the little rivu- 
let—Blood Run—as many other names have been fixed on- 
localities and on men. The authority for this statement was 
Mrs. Henrietta Fishburn, one of the most intelligent ladies 
of Bedford's earlier days, and one of God's saints, graced 
by that most beautiful of all adornments, spirit of the Mas- 
ter. She came here at an early day from her native province. 
South Carolina, lived for a time at "Blood Run" then re- 
moved to Bedford and died here thirty years ago, at the age 
of ninety years, with her intellect unclouded and her mem- 
ory bright till the last. I consider her evidence indisputable 
on this point, as against the changing local traditions of 
passing generations. She was the mother of the venerable 
Mrs. Daugherty who still lingers with us at the age of 
ninety-five years, the counterpart of her sainted parent in 
Christian character. The testimony of the late Mrs Peter 
Barndollar of Bloody Run. \\ho was contemporary \\ith 
Mrs. Fishburn in age, and died about the same time, corrob- 
orated that of Mrs. Fishbum as to this fact. 
Mrs. Barn- 


dollar was a daughter of Judge Martin, one of the early- 
associates of the county. These ladies were intimate friends. 
for about seventy-five years. 


The incident I referred to a few minutes ago as ha\- 


ing occurred in 1769, was as follows: The inhabitants ©IT 
the frontier, who at that time, and previously, had suffereo[ 
from the incursions of the Indians, were greatly incensed: 
at the traders who furnished to them the munitions of war. 
With a view of ending a traffic so destructive to their home'- 
and lives, the settlers collected a large force and attacked 
the traders and earned off large quantities of pouder. lead, 
etc. Soon after a number of these parties and others uho 
had not participated in the affray, were seized and impris- 
oned in Fort Bedford. 
Col. James Smith, \\hose name is 


intimately associated with the frontier and othei eari> his- 
tory of our state, being satisfied of the unju-tne^ of the 
imprisonment under the circumstances, encamped one e\en- 
ing on the banks of the RaAstown Branch, in the \ icmuv or 
Bloody Run, \\ith a force of eighteen men, and undci oner 
of the night made a forced march, reaching Fort I'.edr 
a little before break of clay and lying in shade of the mei 
bank until some one opened the postern to go down to the 
water, they rushed into ths fort, surprised and disarmed tin 
sentinels, captured the garrison, released the prisoners, and 
A\ ith them escaped. This daring exploit occasioned general 
rejoicing among the settlers. It seems as if the trailers in 
that day were pursuing the same unwarranted course some 
are engaged in, in ours; viz., gratifying their lust for lucre, 
at the sacrifice of the public good, by surreptitious!} fur- 
nishing the savages in the west with material for earn, me: 
on 
their predatory and 
murderous attacks

the 


unprotected settlers. 
Jt were well, perhaps, it there 


were now as then, stern men who on their individual re- 
sponsibility, would correct these evils by summary -ven- 
geance on the sordid knaves. 


Colonel Smith was afterwards arrested, and. in ic-ist- 


ing the arrest, accidentally killed one of the pos<-e making 
it, and was tried for murder. 
J Ic was triumphant!} acquit- 


ted and afterward occupied distinguished po-ition>-. both in 
civil and military life. 


It may be as well here, as elsewhere, to read a cop\ of 


an mteres'ting document, the original of which was in pos- 
session of the late William Findlay Mann and is now. I 
presume, amongst his papers, as he was very cart ml of it 
Jt is as follows:

worthy of remark that, in tins country of change, the old 
fort house at which Capt. Mann was some time command- 
ant, and where he was often times on duty, should Le. when 
it was burned, in possession of his great-grandchildren. 


I neglected to mention in its proper connection, in nn 


first lecture, the killing, by the Indians, about 1768, of Cap- 
tain Dunlap—the ancestor of the Williams connection of 
Rainsburg, Harmon's Bottom and Everett, whose wife was 
the widow Frazer heretofore alluded to—and of James 
Henry, grandfather of the late James Henry. M. IX, of 
Everett. 


Captain Dunlap was an Irishman of enormous phy- 


sique. The late Jonathan Cessna who died in Cumberland 
Valley about thirty-five years ago at a great age, who was 
himself over six feet high, described Captain Dunlap in the 
language of scripture as a "Saul who was a head and shoul- 
ders above his brethren." He was killed at or near Franks- 
town, on the same expedition in which Henry lost his life. 
He was captain of the company who had gone our to pur- 
sue the depredating savages. 


James Henry and George Nixon—who had married 


Rebecca Woods, a sister of George Woods-, in North Ire- 
land, before Thomas Woods, their father, and his family 
emigrated to America—were intimate friends and compan- 
ions, especially in hunting. Nixon had settled somewhere 
on Dunning's creek, as also had Henry. Henry's death oc- 
curred while a company of the settlers were in pursuit of

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soled for its disappointment is not 
getting the State Police force dou- 
bled by this expedient. "Of course the 
amount of money expressed in the 
clause of the appropriation bill quot- 
ed would not maintain a very large 
force. 
But $75,000 judiciously ex- 
pended will achieve important results 
in politics and it is economical for 
party managers to make the public 
pay the wages of their campaign 
workers. 
That has always been a 


favorite expedient of the machine of 
this state. As JDave Lane of Phila- 
delphia once said in a speech instruct- 
ing the officeholders of that city with 
respect to their duty on election day, 
each beneficiary of the machine must 
poll five votes besides his own. 
In 
the city that meant ballot box stuffing 
to that extent. 
In the country it 
simply means that each man shall 
prevail on Democratic friends or rel- 
atives to vote the ticket of the ma- 
chine in order that he may continue 
on the pay roll. 


An Expensive Luxury 


The Forestry Department is an ex- 
pensive luxury in other directions. 
There is an item of $20,000 for For- 
esters and $30,000 for laborers be- 
sides $10,000 for surveys, $3,000 for 
draughtsmen, $6,000 for special ex- 
aminations "to -promote the develop- 
ment of forestry," and $3,500 for 
traveling expenses of the commission- 
ers. 
There are a lot of other items 


of various proportions from one to 
ten thousand suflicient to put the ag- 
gregate up to $181,000. 
But it is 


possible that the department will 
produce good results. 
In tact the 


only complaint against it is that it 
is profligately conducted and that 
fault will endure until there is a com- 
plete change in the politics of the 
state administration. 


I might go on with this subject to 
the full limit of my space but what's 
the use. Of course everything is ex- 
pensive and during the lasthalf dozen 
years of the unrestrained machinecon- 
trol the paramount purpose of legis- 
lation was to 
create 
new oflices 


Pennypacker 
took 
delight beyond 
measure in spending other people's 
money, and being absolutely without 
moral sense or understanding he 
found infinite pleasure in obeying the 
orders of Durham and Martin to sup- 
ply oflices for the boys who toiled 
not, neither did they spin but parad- 
ed the streets in fine raiment. Every 
movement for new oflices had his cor- 
dial support and encouragement. 
It 
pleased the bosses and they flattered 
him. 


It is worth while, however, in dis- 
missing this subject from considera- 
tion to refer to the comparative cost 
of the work of the Board of Public 
Buildings and Grounds in 1893 and 
now. 
Then the appropriation was 
$13,600 and it seemed ample for all 
purposes. 
This year it is nearly a 


million dollars and some of the items 
which were then paid by the board 
are now charged to other depart- 
ments. This shows the evil effect of 
putting an incompetent man into a 
place which requires mature judg- 
ment. Pennypacker is either a fool 
or a knave. 
If 
he 
didn't 
know 


enough to prevent the profligacy he 
is a fool. If he knew and permitted 
the spoliation he is a knave. In eith- 
er event he should be compelled to 
make restitution. 


High Pressure Legislation 


The Legislature began with splen- 
did promise for reform and ended 
with little in that respect achieved. 
If Governor Stuart had not asserted 
himself at critical points not a single 
item of reform legislation 
would 
have been enacted. 
After watching 
the work closely during the four and 
a half months which have intervened 
since the beginning of the session, it 
is not unjust to say that so far as 
the heart of the majority is concern- 
ed there is no perceptible difference 
between this session and the last. 
The only difference is assumed. 


In some respects, in fact, this Leg- 


islature was inferior to 'its predeces- 
sors. 
That is to say it showed a 
spirit of nairow partisanship that had 
not existed in any previous legisla- 
ture. 
For example in other legisla- 
tures it didn't matter much who in- 
troduced non-partisan legislation if it 
had merit. This year, however, there 
seemed to have been adopted in the 
beginning an unwritten rule that no 
important legislation introduced by a 
Democrat should get through. 
For 
that reason the trolley freight and 
two-cent a mile rate bills introduced 
by Mr. Creasy were defeated and 
measures less meritorious presented 
by a Republican substituted. 
That 
was baby business. 


The Dunsmore Railroad Commis- 
sion bill was so masculated in the 
Senate Committee that it was prac- 
tically worthless and for that reason

It was a terrible blow to Abe Hum- 
mel, the Tombs lawyer, when he was 
sentenced to a term of imprisonment 
on Blackwell's Island. 
His former

ness; their specialty was with the 
worst class of criminals; they know 
more thieves and bad: characters than 
all the other legal firms put together. 
The case that brought Hummel to 
justice was a plot to procure a di- 
vorce for a rich man who wanted to 
cast off a good and virtuous wife and 
marry another woman. Hummel un- 
dertook the job; he forged the neces- 
sary papers and attempted to blast 
an honest woman's character by the 
rankest perjury, but was detected in 
the conspiracy, and, on his conviction 
was sentenced to imprisonment. 


A shocking case of the failure of 
Christian Science came before our 
Criminal Court last week. 
A man 


who had been indicted, admitted that 
he had lost his wife and ten children 
under the Christian Science treat- 
ment and yet believed in it still. One 
of the most villainous features in this 
monster's case was the avoidance of 
the law which compels people hav- 
ing charge of the sick to provide pro- 
per medical attendance. 
To ward 


off punishment, he sent for the doc- 
tor, took his prescription, threw it in 
the fireplace, and then knelt down by 
the bed and prayed, when he got up 
the child was dying and in a • few 
hours breathed her last. 
This child 
was the last of ten, but still he de- 
clares he believes in Christian Sci- 
ence treatments. Is he not insane?

Vessel and Harbor Display of Open- 


ing Night Unequalled. 


Norfolk, 
Va.—There have been 


many fierce conflicts upon the waters 
of Hampton Roads but the fire of 
belching cannon and hissing, burst- 
ing shell—the deadly combat be- 
tween the Monitor and the Merrimac 
in 
1862—was 
nothing compared 


with the scene enacted on these his- 
toric waters on the night of April 26, 
1907. 
The burning of Rome, the de- 


struction of the cities of Pompeii and 
Herculaneum were no doubt grand, 
but they were also terrible. 
The 


scene upon Hampton Roads was 
grand beyond the power of pen 
to describe, while it was absolutely 
devoid of the terrible. 


Placidly lying at anchor on Hamp- 


ton Roads when the sun went down 
on the evening of the 26th of April, 
were American and foreign war ves- 
sels, m solid but friendly phalanx, 
covering a distance of not less than 
10 miles. 
As darkness settled over 


the 
face 
of 
the 
waters, 
a few 


lights flickered here and tnere, sub- 
dued by the silvery moonbeams that 
fell liUp a sheen upon the land and 
Bea. The great array of death-deal- 
ing, iron-clad monsters were dimly 
outlined, until, at a given signal 
about 7:30, every ship blazed forth 
in lines or electric fire. It was so 
sudden and so grand that the silence 
of the thousands upon.the waters and 
shores attested an admiration too 
deep to be expressed in word or 
sound. 


There they la\, every outline of 


hull and bridge and deck and funnel 
and stock lined in living fire. Noth- 
ing like it has ever been seen before 
and, 
outside of the Jamestown Ter- 


centennial Exposition, will probably 
never be seen again. With the ships 
in the liaibor a blaze of glory and the 
buildings ashore scarcely less gorge- 
ous, the entire scene was one so 
grand, so 
uniquely 
splendid, that 


those who saw it will never foiget. 
It was a teatuie alone and unpaial- 
leled in the history of expositions 
and in the lnsioiy ot the ^oiid 


The illumination ot shoie, baibor 


and vessels, bj an element that the 
wildest scientific dreamer had not 
conceived when the event occurred 
that the Ter-Centennial Exposition 
>celebiates, is one incident alone that 
demonstrates the giant strides that 
have been made since the Pilgmns 
landed upon Ameuca's shoies. 
The 


searchlights ot the iarious war ves- 
sels time and again shot out their 
piercing rays, tmmng into broad daj- 
light the darkest nooks and coineis 
along Hampton Roads, but gorgeous, 
weird and •wonderful as was the il- 
lumination on the night ot the 26th, 
it is only the initiative of the greater 
and grander scenes that \vill follow 
when the government picis are fin- 
ished, and the' system of submerged 
harbor illumination installed. But, 
as it is, the illumination ot the open- 
ing night so far eclipsed the most 
gorgeous pyrotechnic display ever 
attemnted, that theie is posili\el} no 
comparison. 


Famous Dock Condemned 


The old wooden dry dock at the 


Kittery Navy Yard, which has been 
in service for 50 years, has been con- 
demned and will be broken up. 
It 


cost half a million dollars and at the 
time of its construction it was the 
subject of much discussion and ef- 
forts were made to have Congress au- 
thorize a stone dock instead. It was 
claimed that the wooden dock of such 
dimensions would not be safe and 
that its use would be attended by dis- 
aster.

Secret of the Success of the Santa 


Barbara Missions. 


One of the most interestirg fea- 
tures in traveling from San F.-ancisco 
to San Diego is the old mission build- 
ings of California lying broken and 
deserted in the endless sunshine be- 
neath a matchless sky. Perhaps the 
undefined thing which we cannot 
understand about these missions is 
che secret of their great success, com- 
tined with that of their total failure 
Southern California, in a state of 
nature is a land of nooks and cor- 
ners. 
In these nooks the original 
Spaniard seems 
very 
generally to 
liave nestled. The peace, which, to 
some degree, may come in life was 
never in this world nearer its ideali- 
-zation than at San "Juan Capistrano 
three-fourths of a century ago. 
It 
cannot be put into words or painted 
or sent by mail, but something of it 
broods there still; men cannot make 
it or entirely destroy it. It is in the 
air, and to supplement it and add to 
it, is the feeling that the past has 
not yet quite gone away. 
The dust 
lies thick in the village streets and 
in it one almost looks to find the 
prints of sandals. 
There is a quiet beauty often hov- 
ering over decay and ruin and no lo- 
cality is so subject to such a spell as 
an old church. 
The quaintness to 
American eyes, of what remains, can- 
not well be put into words. We never 
made anything like it and never 
shall. We have never, in a single in- 
stance, come as nearly as these mis- 
sionary monks did to the suiting of 
a building to the surrounding land- 
scape. " It is an indefinable thing 
"which cannot be fixed by rule, and 
one does not know wherein precisely 
the appropriateness consists. 
It fits 
its place among the vastnesses of a 
wilderness that can never be really 
changed by any effort of civilization. 
But when you are gone again, if you 
-have seen the country aright, your 


, mental picture will be completest 


when you remember Capistrano sit- 
("ting upon its knoll and looking down 
» the glen to its speck of sky-blue sea. 
One of the strongest individualities 


-on earth is the Spanish. 
Amid all 
the newness of American life he re- 


" tains his adobe corner unimpaired, 
alone, apart, separate and individual- 
ized. It is so in Santa Fe or Albu- 
querque or El Paso, and so, also, in 
the obscure nook he still retains in 


' the beautiful city, which is, except in 
name, the very opposite of everything 
Spanish in Los Angeles itself. Who- 
ever would understand aught of 
these bygone days which placed on 
this continent the 
quaintness of 
Spanish 
peasant 
life, must come 


quickly if he wishes to judge by that 
•surest index, the homes of the people. 
Yet the country and simplicity re- 
main, 
and 
from 
nothing greater 


might we obtain some idea of social 
life in the California of the old times. 


Considering the church alone, the 
mission of Santa Barbara is perhaps 
the best preserved of all the estab- 
lishments of the original Francis- 
cans. 
Seven or eight of the breth- 


ren are gathered .here, not as relics 
or reminders of the eventful past, 
but simply as friars of their orders, 
pursuing their own way to the final 
exchange from brown to white. Here 
a splendid little city has grown up 
around her shrine 
and 
bears her 
name. All things that were not in- 
tended have come, and all that were 
hoped for are gone. Here have lived 
and died the dusky generations of 
whose history or times or thoughts 
therevhas been left us not a word or 
an indication. 
Surrounded now by 
all that is new, by the improvements 


., 
of the world's most restless denizens, 


I/ by a skill that accomplishes in a 
11 single year the results of a Spanish 


century and an Italian eternity, it is 
still Santa Barbara mission—abiding 
ij>«a peace that is held about it by a 
sptil 
It is a history strangely mm- 
.gled with that sunshine and romance 
which ^ goes everywhere with the 
Spanish people. The Spanish tongue 
and faith were here firmly planted 
amid surroundings so natural that 
the only difference was that they 
were better. 
No land the Spaniard 


found in all his wanderings suited 
him and was made for him so nearly 
as this. 


The line of missions was about sev- 
en hundred miles long from San 
Diego northward, they lay contigu- 
ous and adjoining; their sites were 
the most eligible spots of the sun- 
niest land the world knows; their 
affairs 
were administered by the 
Padres with much skill. Seven hun- 
dred thousand cattle grazed on the 
mission pastures with sixty thousand 
horses and an immense number of 
other domestic animals. A hundred 
and 
twenty thousand bushels of 
wheat were raised annually, beside 
all other crops. 
Gardens, vineyards 
and orchards 
surrounded or were 
contiguous to all the missions, ex- 
cept the two most northerly ones. 
The total average annual gains of 
the missions from sales and trade 


more than two million dollars. 


FWSPAPFR

The value of the livestock alone was, 
in 1834, two millions of dollars. 
The Spanish government had a 
theory upon which these missions 
were established. 
It was that after 
ten years the Indians would become 
citizens, living in agricultural com- 
munities on laud seoured to them, 
and 
selt-supporting 
and 
perhaps 
prosperous. 
"They intended to use 
the missions to this end but they 
lacked every personal surrounding 
they were intended tor. 
In thirty 
years or less their converts had be- 
come their servants and 
K they them- 
selves were no longer self-denying 
missionai les. 
Success was so great 
that zeal was disarmed, monastic 
vows \\ere forgotten, prayer and 
faith became merely forms. During 
sixty-five years thirty thousand In- 
dians attended church at these twen- 
ty-one missions and eighty thousand 
were buried in the mission ceme- 
teries. 
When the heroic soul of Junipero 
Serra departed at Monterey in 1784, 
the end for which he had endured 
and prayed was lost sight of and the 
humane love of ease and gain arose 
uppermost in all minds. 
Thus the 
briefest history of Southern Califor- 
nio developed one of the saddest 
stories to be found in the annals ot 
Chustian endeavor. It was a -work 
wrought almost in vain; there me no 
results and the doom of a race sealed 
by the efCoits to civilize and save 
them. 
The Indians of the missiors 
existed in great numbers sixty j ears 
ago. 
What has become of them 


numerically is a question otten asked 
but nevei ans-\\eied. 
if theie .-ue 
diaiies, journals, personal narratives, 
hints, descriptions, they are lost 
There seemed to be in the minds ot 
some of the Priests a tinge ot : egret, 
not that they are gone, but thai they 
ever caiue 


There still hovers about the Cali- 


fornia missions an atmospheie which 
all the winds 
cannot 
blow away, 


which is unique in American life and 
of which these ruins seem to afford 
the only taste. 
Let the visitor to 
California remember carelessly per- 
haps, yet still remember that about 
him lie the ruins ot that time which 
is the connecting link between a past 
so remote that above it hangs a mist 
which is like the purple veil of the 
California hills, and that wonderful 
present which is so unlike all the 
past. The founders of these missions 
looked far into the future, but they 
could not read fate and there was 
nothing else to read.

a band of predatory Indians in direction of Prankstown. 
He had mentioned to Nixon a dream he had that impressed 
his mind with the idea that he was to be taken by the In- 
dians, and that he had made up his mind to Tight to the 
death rather than be captured by them. Nixon advised him, 
in case of a hopeless attack, to save his life by submitting "to 
captivity, assuring- him that he and his other friends would 
pursue and rescue him. The party met and had a fight with 
the savages defeating them, after which the whites discov- 
ered that Henry was missing. Search was instantly begun 
for him and finally his dead body was found propped 
against a large tree, most shamefully mutilated and sur- 
rounded by the bodies of five dead savages. The cut and 
scarred bark of the tree and the tran'p'ed and bloody 
ground bore evidence of the resolute struggle in which he 
resigned his life. 
His body was brought to Fort Bedford 


and buried in the Calvinist and Lutheran grave-yard.

That's the best paint 
job I ever saw." 


The question is "Was Dreicorn 
right in painting Devoe when he had 
agreed to paint lead-a.nd-oil?" 


That isn't quite all. 
Lead-and-oil 
is expected to last three years 
If 


Dreicorn had used lead-and-oil, there 
would have been another job for him 
or somebody-else three years ago 
Was he right in losing that job for 


himself or somebody-else three years 
*go? 


The Institute took 200 gallons De- 


voe and cost $1,000; the paint has 
worn six years, when Donohue says 
"it's the best paint job he ever saw." 
If he had used lead-and-oil, it would 
have cost about $2200 for the two 
paint jobs (six and three years ago) 
and be hungry for paint again. 


Dreicorn lost $1200 ot business 


and took the risk of making Donohue 
mad and losing his business, forever, 
all to save the Holy Family Institute 
51200 besides the fuss of a paint job. 
Was Dreicorn right or wrong as a 
painter; and which would you paint 
your church, lead-and-oil or Devoe?
